TTAWA, April 17. — 
Manufacturers of auto- 
mobiles in Canada are yet at 
a loss to know just what 
effect the tariff reductions on 
motor cars, announced in the 
Federal budget yesterday, 
will have on their operations. 
Conferences have been called to 
consider price readjustmentsandthe 
board of directors of the Canadian 
Automotive Industries Association 
has held several sessions without 
reaching a decision as to policy. 

T. A. Russell, president of the as- 
sociation, in a statement issued yes- 
terday, declared that “the whole of 
the protection afforded to the auto- 
' mobile industry has been wiped out 
/in one stroke.” 

The tariff reductions, yet to be 
passed by Parliament, were an- 
nounced by the Hon. James A, 
Robb, minister of finance. The sec-

“They buy their car on the time« 
payment plan just as they have 
purchased the major portion of the 
furnishings of their home, They 
pay so much down and so mich 
a month for a period of months. 

“Although the automotive in« 
dustry did not originate the install- 
ment-buying plan, something likd 
70 of the annual production of 
automobiles is sold on time pay- 
ments, according to National 
Chamber of Commerce reports. 


“There is one very great dan- 
ger im baying out of income 
rather than capital, which, hap- 
pily enough, has not as yet as- 
sumed serious proportions. The 
danger signal on the time-pay- 
ment plan to business is in 
stretching the payments over too 
great a period. 

“TI strongly advise the motor ca¥ 
buyer to buy his car on a plan that 
involves one-third*of the purchase 
as a down payment, with the bal- 
ance becoming due in twelve 
monthly equal installments. I fear 
that spreading the costs off an 
automobile for a period greater 
than twelve months is an unsound 
practice, and L have strongly urged 
our retail outlets to discourage any 
other method of purchasing our 
car. 

“While 
longer a 


over 


the automobile is no 
luxury in America and 
while it is recognized by every 
one as a necessity in the business 
and social life of our country, it 
should not be purchased throug) 
a plan that stretches the payment 
over a period that is too great fo 
the -buyer to forecast. 

“A large automotive financins 
organization which has handleé 
paper on over $500,000,000 worth 
of retail automobile business in 
the last six years has an ayerage 
loss of approximately only three- 
tenths of 1 per cent. for this pe- 
riod. 

“This figure, while remarkably 
low, is higher because of the busi- 
ness depression of 1919, 1920 and 
1921.’ With the exception of these 
years, the average loss of this com- 
pany for the remaining three years 
is seven-hundredths of 1 per cent., 
which clearly proves that the time 
payment plan of purchasing a car 
is remarkably successful and finan- 
cially dependable. 

“In the last twenty-five years, 
although installment buying has in- 
creased several hundred fold, the 
American people have saved more 
monéy than in any other twenty- 
five-year period in the history of 
the country. Business has grown 
tremendously at the same time, and, 
in spite of great daily expendi- 
tures- for necessities and luxuries 
by our people, our country itself 
is in such a fine, healthy condi- 
tion that it is the envy and- despair 
of other nations.

“This improvement has 
continued and increased, and the 
period just passed is the one in 
which retainers do their buying 
from wholesalers and manufac- 
turers for the spring and sum- 
mer business with farmers. The 
equipment sold in the last six 
months will now be distributed. 

“While the big sales of the last 
season cover our entire line of 
farm machinery, the movement of 
tractors has been especially heavy,” 
Velie continued. “This shows that 
our Northwest farmers are alert 
to the advantages of modern power 
farming and are improving their 
farming methods constantly. 

“They realize that every farmer 
must have equipment that will en- 
able one man on a Minnesota or 
Dakota farm to do as much work 
as tyo men do in Europe or South 
America. This is the only way 
~ they can: compete with foodstuffs 
‘grown in other countries, where 
labor costs are low.” 

Truck and automobile  dis- 
tributors and dealers report that 
this tendency on the part of the 
farmer is being more and more 
evidenced in the number of 
trucks and automobiles sold as 
the farmers seek to speed up 
their communication with 
markets. 

“Most important is the fact that 
Northwest farmers today are able 
to buy the machines they need,” 
Velie said. He expressed the opin- 
ion that conditions in Iowa and 
other corn belt states never were 
as bad as they were painted. He 
said tre based his belief on sales 
reports from the Moline factory of 
Deere & Webber Company which 
showed: heawy buying by retailers 
during the: past six months, on a 
par with the increase experienced 
here. 

“Salesmen covering Iowa de- 
clare that Iowa farmers, as a 
class, are in good shape,” he said. 

“Records of the Iowa State Col- 
lege of Agriculture at Ames show 
that 80 ‘per cent. of the farmers 
in the state are feeding their 
corn to hogs and selling it on the 
hoof. This means that they are 
getting over $1 a bushel for 
corn,”

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Defining Safe Driving 

[* order to define the “safe driver,” the American Automo- 

bile Association recently gathered a committee, repre- 
senting many fields of automotive activity, and asked them 
to work out a definition of the term that will offer a rule of 
conduct to the driver anxious to be classed as “safe.” The 
committee included Ray McNamara, service engineer; 
Bennett Hill, race driver; George M. Graham of the National 
Automobile Chamber of Commerce; Col. A. B. Barber, direc- 
tor of the Hoover Safety Committee; Dr. H. C. Dickinson of 
the Bureau of Standards; Dr. F. A. Moss of George Wash- 
ington University, and Policeman E. W. Smith, who has 
directed traffic for many years at Washington’s busiest 
corner. 

_ After long and earnest investigation and analysis, the 
committee decided that the following is an accurate defini- 
tion of a safe driver :— 

“1. The good driver has a high degree of self- 
control at all times, this control manifesting itself 
in various waus. 

“2. The good driver always maintains his car in 
such shape that it responds easily and quickly, thus 
assuring control of the car as far as the purely 
mechanical equation is concerned. 

“3. The good driver regulates his speed accord- 
ing to the conditions of the road over which he is 
traveling and never travels at such a rate that he 
cannot stop within the ‘clear course’ ahead. 

“4. The good driver invariably exercises due 
regard for the rights of others and always applies’ 
the axioms of courteous behavior. 

“5. The good driver accepts the safety of the 
pedestrian as a primary consideration. 

“6. The good driver keeps his mind on the road 
ahead, as day dreaming or chattering at the wheel 
causes more accidents than are caused by bee 
stings.” 

This is a constructive set of rules for the man who 
wants to be a safe driver, and we wish that every dealer in 
the country had them on the walls of his showroom and ser- 
vice station. We of the automotive industry cannot overdo 
the effort to promote safety in driving.

Dept. of Justice | 
Recovers 1,168 Cars 


Washington, April 17.—Out of 
2,500,000 worth of property re- 
covered by ‘the various divisions of 
the Department of Justice through- 
out the country dufing the six 
months period from July 1, 1925, to 
December 31, 1925, nearly one-half 
of this amount is represented by 
recovered automobiles incident to 
investigations under the national 
motor vehicle theft act, it is‘ an- 
nounced here. 

The value of cars recovered un- 
der this law is estimated to have 
been $880,358. represented by a 
total of 1,168 cars. This is a net 
increase of 271 cars recovered and 
about $265,000 in value, over the 
corresponding period of the pre- 
vious fiscal year. 

In connection with prosecutions 
resulting from successful investi- 
gations under the national motor 
vehicie theft act and other Federal 
laws, it appears, according to the 
Department of Justice statement, 
that sentences totaling 465 years 
10 months and 22 days were im- 
posed upon violators of the law, 
or an increase of 22 years over the 
six months period of the previous 
fiscal year.

Ship- 
ments there during March were 200 | 
per cent. greater than those for 
March, 1925. For the first quarter 
of 1926 they were 800 per cent. 
more than for the corresponding 
period in 1925. A considerably 
augumented sales organization has 
been built up in every country. 

“The Hupmobile Eight is meet- 
ing an especially responsive mar- 
ket throughout Europe,” he con- 
tinued. “This is aided in consid- 
érable measure by the fact that 
Europeans possess greater know- 
ledge than is enjoyed in this coun- 
try of the inherent abilities of the 
proper straight eight principle.
